TiiK House Committee on Postal AlFairs 
have afrreod to report a bill fixing the let- 
ter postage rateH at tbree cents an ounce 
instead of three cents a half ounce as now. 
TIm oooiBiiUee will sUo report « bill pro- 
Tiding for a two-cent postal card will have 
a flap which can be scaled and its contents 
kept from view as if in an envelope. 

Ml. LowiLL,tbe United States Minis- 
ter, replying to an application made on be- 
half of American citizens arrested in Ire- 
land, says: "The coorcion act is contrary 
to the npint and foiunlation of the princi- 
ples of England and American jurispru- 
dence, but is the law of the land and con- 
trols all persons domiciled in the proclaim- 
ed diftricts of Ireland, whether British 
subjects or not. It is manifestly futile to 
claim that naturali/.ed citizens of the Uni- 
ted States should be exempted from the 
operation of tiie act." 

The following changes have been made 
in the regulations governing the issue and 
redemption of the currency and coins of 
the United States and the redemption of 
national-bank notes ; United States notes 
(diver certificates and fractional notes) 
equaling or exceeding three-fifths of their 
origiiial proportions are redeemable at 
their full f>iceviilne. Fragments of United 
States notes, each constituting clearly one- 
half, but les.s than three-fifths, are redeem- 
able at one-half tiie full face value of 
whole notes or certificates, by an affidavit 
.atatiogthat the missing portloa bad been 
totally destroyed. Under the old regula- 
tions United States notes and siver certifi- 
cites were redeemable by tenths and 
fractional currency by fifths. 

A JOINT resolution was introduced in the 
lenate by Mr. Saunders, pfoposing an 

ainendnient to the Constitution to enable 
the election to be made by the people, of 
postmasters, United States marshals, dis- 
trict attorneys, collectors of Internal 
revenue, and other officers wliose duties 
•re to be performed within the limits of 
any State or part of State, except judges of 
supreme and inferior courts. It provides 
that all civil officers of the United States, 
the heads of departments, and otticers 
whose duties arc temporary in that charac- 
ter shall hold office for a term of four 
years, unless a longer term shall be fixed 
by law. The amendment empowers the 
President to remove any oflicer so elected 
for any cause effecting the incun) bent's 
character, habits, or other qualifications, 
excepting politi(;al or religious oj)inions. 
Article II of the proposed amendiiiunt 
provides that the oliicers mentioned shall 
be elected in such manner as the State 
legislature shall prescribe. 

The Kentucky house has passed the son- 
ate bill Hi»propriating $15,000 for the benefit 
of the Kentucky Manuf tcruring Estsblsh- 
ment for the Blind, and a furtlier sum of 
$1,000 i»er anmiMi, i^r two years. Also 
the bill to prohibit Sunday base*ball play- 
ing in Campbell county. 

It has been discovered that the two chief 
awards made by the Mexican Claims Com- 
mission, to the extent of $1,200,000, were 
obtained bv perjury and fraud, and the 
Secretary of State has stopped the payment 
of the installment due at thi^ time. The 
project seems to have been to plunder the 
Mexican (lovernment under cover of 
United States authority. ,

Printing, has reported the following bill 
relating to legal advertising. Such laws 
are in Ruccessfnl operation in other states 
and have been ft^und beneficial. The 
measure now before the Legislature has 
been carefully prepared, is practicable, 
and seems to bi such a law as is needed in 
thissUte: 

Ak act to establish Isgal adverttslag in this 
(>>nimonwealth. 

il. Be it enacted by the General Asnemblfj of 
the Oimmontvealth of Kmtucky, That hereafter 
tn all 8uit8 oow pending, or which may be 
brought In couilts of record in thlsCommoo- 
wealth, it shall be the duty uf the pre»ddlpg 
JudKfi '<) order all public sales to be made under 
decree of court by administrators, executors, 
trustees, asslsaees, comiulMlonerM, rtM^eiverH, 
agents, or otner persons authorized to make 
such sales, when the amount Involved is flSO 
or more, exclusive of interest and cosu to be 

Fiublishwl once a week for two weeks before 
he cay of Hale in a newspaper printed in the 
county, and posting a notice of time and place 
of said sale on tlie court house door, and if said 
sale be made more than two miles from tlie 
oounty seat, by posting a notloe of the same on 
the premises on which the sale is to be made. 

S'i. All sales made witboat such advertising 
shall beset aside, on motion, by the court to 
which the ezecation is returnable. 

§3. The officer who levies npon goods and 
chattels by virtue of an ezection Issued by a 
coart of record where the amount involved Is 
tSOor upwards, exclusive of Interests and costs 
shall, before iio proceeds to sell the same, cause 
public notice to be given of ttie time and place 
of sale, for at least U^n days before tlie day of 
sale, wliich notice simli be givtsn in a paper 
pubiisluid in the county, or if no newspaper is 

Srinted fiierein, by posting advertisements In 
ve public places In the county, two of which 
shall be put up in tlie precinct wliere the sale 
is to be held. 

§4. Newspaper pulilishers may charge and re- 
ceive for the publication of advertisements re- 
quired to be published by any public officer of 
the State, or of a county, city, village, precinct, 
or other public Institution, or by trustee, assig- 
nee, executor, administrator, receiver, com- 
missioner, agent, or other ofllcer, the following 
sums, to*wlt: For the first insertion, one dol- 
lar for bach Inch: and for each additional In- 
sertion authorized by law, fifty cents for each 
Inch, fractional inches to be estimated at «ame 
rate per space occupied. Said charges to be 
collected at the same time and in the same 
anil in the manner that other coats are now 
collected ; and all legal advertisias shall be set 
up in nonpareil type, in compact iOrm, with- 
out any unnecessary leads, blanlu, or head 
lines. 

^3. Every proclamation for an election, no- 
tice of rates of taxation, unrecorded deeds, de- 
linquent tax-llsts, and such other matters of 
gerai interest to the tax-payer as the court 
of claims, countj' Judge, HlierltT or mayor of 
zny corooratlon may deem proper, shall be 
published. It shall be sufBcleut to publish any 
notice or advertisment required by law in a 

f taper when one side of said paper is printed in 
he county in wlilcti the advertising ia re(iuired 
to be printed. 

All generaL special, or local acts or parts 
of acts.
